solution to the end therecf, and insert. «Resclved by the general assembly of Maryland, That the se-
natorsand representatives from this state in Congress, be requested to use their utmest cedeavour, in the
admission of the state of Missouri, into the union, > pievent the prokibition of slavery from being re-

uired of that state as a condition of its admission.” Resclved in the affirmative.

"On'motion of Mr. Carmichael, the cuestion was put, Will the -cnate adogt the following message in
lien of the said resolaticn?

S , , BY THE SENATE, January 19, 1820.
Gentlemen of the House of Dclegates,

.We have considered your resolution, by which ¢cour senators and representatives in congress are re-
ques_'iéd to use their utmost endeavours, in the admission of new states into the unidn, to grant to such
states 21l the rights and privileges of the states hieretofore admitted,” without reguiring, as a cordition ©f
their admission, the inhibition of involuntary servitude, or any other condition limiting their sovereign
powers in a greater degree than the sovereign powers of the orisinal states lorming the union ate limited
and restrajned.”” ln this resolution the senate cannot concur, because tie senate are of opinion, that this
sibject belongs exclusively to congress, and that the powers deleguted to congress are derived immediaic-
ly from the peoyle, and not from the states in their corporate capacity; because the senate are of opinion,
that the powers defegated by the people to the state legislature, extends no further than regulating the in-
ternal concerns of the state, except in certain cases where its powers are espressly specified and defined;
and that the legislature has no constitutional riglit to pledge the opinion o the people of Maryland, upoa
a measure which belongs exclusively to congress. ‘

The members of the senate, in their individual caracities, and as a part of the people, would be prompt
to express their opinions on the Missouri qaestion  The constitetion of tiie United States pravides jor
the admission of new states ianto the union, without defining the ‘ern.s aud (onditions upon which they
shall be admitged; and we thiuk, the sound constitutional exposition of that article is, tiiat they should
be admitted v all the powers and capacities of internal regulation which belonged to the old states.
If congress, in the exercise of the power of admitting a new state into the unijon, Lave a right to fetter it
with the proposed restriction, they have a right to impose othel testiictions to an inaelinite extent.  And
we think, it would be as repugnant to the sparit of our republican iusiitutions, that our state.shouk’i pos-
sess powers of internal regulation not imparted to another, as that one class of citizens of the United
States should possess powers and rights which were dented to another. '
